Over used as 1t 1s, the statement "Parents are 
the child 1 s first and most. Important teacher 11 , 1s true. Parents are with 
their child day-in and day-out over the years and they have a much greater 
Influence on the child than any single professional. , 

Parents usually ask questions and ask for 1nformat1pn and advice. How- 
ever, parents, like all adults, remember only a small part of what they hear 
and understanding grows when Information 1s repeated or re-read. Parents 
often need written Information which they can read and digest at their own 
ra.te. Therefore, 1t 1s Important to have Information available for, parents 
to check out and read at their leisure 1 .
